Canada ts a very progressive coun 
try and new inventions wire prac- 
tical receive every encouragement 
bere. It fs not the newer countries 
that always leaq the way, however, 
and the Natural Resources Intellt- 
gehes Service of the Department of 
«he Interior at Ottawa, drawa atten. 
tion to very Interesting reports from 
France, taken from tts files of the 
Canadian Trade Commissioners tn 
Paris tn which ft fs told how two 
articles of practically no economic 
value here, have been put to tse by 


the scientific and thrifty French. Ine 


two substances in quemion are straw | 
and sawdust, substances which Can-| 


ada possesses in possibly greater 
quantity per head of population than 
any other country. The two products 
which the French obtain from these 
raw and hitherto wasted materials 
are tiles and paper pulp. The pro 
cesses are sald to be simple and Can 
be adapted to the farm or wherever 
the material is most cheaply avaw 
able. 

A process by which light and beaw 
tiful tiles may be made from saw 
dust (or sand) and inexpensive chem- 
fcals Is said to be in successful oper 
ation, no plaster, lime “or cement be 
ing used, nor heat nor pressing 
equipment required. The enamel is 
first spread over the mould, then the 
mass which has been reduced to « 
sort of batter, is poured over it tll 


the desired thickness ts reached ana | 


the whole allowed to set. In twenty- 
four hours the tiles are hard enough 
to remore from the moulds and with- 
fn a week are rendy for use. Tiles of 
any size or thickness may be ‘made 
and reinforcing may be Introduced if 
required. Many advantages are 
Claimed for this product which in 
France is usually made from ordinary 
sand rather than sawdust. These tiles 
have the feel and appearance of o 
dinary Ules and take the same bril- 
Mant glaze and decorations and, ma) 
be manufactured on the spot where 
they are to be used. 

For many yoars straw has been « 
basic material for strawboard, corru- 


gated and wrapping papers, etc, but|ed by the Government with a number | 


the expense and the inconvenience o: 
transporting the straw to the factory 
has been against its proper utilise 
tion. The new process it is clafmed, 
makes 1 possible to transform the 
straw into pulp on the farm, thus sav- 
ing freight and handling, slsce i re 
quired over three tons of dry straw 
to produce one ton of pulp.
